Ruskin 
had taken the facts of history. in necessary 
process tov often omitted when facts are 
aeqnired), he had sought ont aud discovered 
their application, - Some ients are very pleasant 
to contemplate : philosophically.’ their proposi- 
tiowis are often incontrovertible ; bat facts are 
stubborn things. and results that Were patent 
to Ruskin may be just as patent to others who 
realise what way lies stagnation und decay. 
Ruskin said ; 

“All thé pure and noble arts of peace are 
founled on war; and great arts never rosa on 
earth, but among a nation of soldiers. . 5. 
‘Phere is no great art possible to u nation but 
that which is based -on battle. When 
I tell you that war is the foundation of all the 
arts, I mican also that it is the’foundation of 
all the high virtues und fnenlties of men. It is 
very strange to me to discover this; and very 
dreadful—but I saw it tobe quite an undeniable 
fact. 'The common notion that peace und the 
virtues of civil life flourished together I found 
te be wholly unteriable. Peace and the viecs of 
civil life only flourish together. We talk of 
pence and learning, of peace and plenty, and of 
peace and civilisation ; bat I fount that those 
were not the words which the Muse of History 
coupled together : that. ou lier lips, the words 
were— peace, and sonsurlity—peacn, und selfish- 
ness—peace, and death.
